percent of produ ction cost this year. 
He plowed the land and planted ami throu gh sou rces that cannot be revealed

“MY NERVES” means to most of 
my readers, I hope, a k ind of vision 
of a diagrammatic hu man with long 
strands ru nning from a central 
spinal cord to the ou tsk irts of'its 
body. To a few, it means that some­ 
thing inside the mind doesn’t lik e to 
have Jones, the bu tcher boy, whistle 
as he delivers the lamb chops to the 
k itchen. 
This mak es for a slight confu ­ 
sion, which I note from time to time 
in my correspondence; su ch as, “ I 
see you recommend Vitamin B for 
nerves. Wou ld it be good for my 
granddau ghter who has what has 
been diagnosed as hysteria?” No, it 
wou ld not be good for that, so let 
me attempt to explain. 


Co mmunicatio n Sy stem 
The nervou s system is a commu ­ 
nication system, and it may be com­ 
pared to su ch a commu nication sys­ 
tem as you r own telephone exchange. 
If you pick u p you r telephone re­ 
ceiver and dial it properly and fail 
to get a response, one of several 
things may have happened. The 
centra! telephoneexchangemay have 
bu rned down, the branch exchange 
may have bu rned down, or the wire 
between you r ’phone and the ex­ 
change may have been cu t. 
In the comparison with the cen­ 
tral nervou s system, the central ex­ 
change represents the brain, the 
branch exchange the spinal cord, 
and the telephone wires the nerves, 
or nerve fibers that go ou t from the 
cord to th« mu scles or to the sk in. 
A paralysis may have its seat in the 
brain or in the cord, bu t most forms 
are du e to disease of the nerve fib 
ers. And this is fortu nate becau se 
disease of the nerves can be cu red 
more readily than disease of the 
brain or spinal cord. 


Fiber Regenerates 
This is du e to the ability of the 
nerve fiber to regenerate. I said in 
an earlier article this week that a 
nerve cell once destroyed can never 
be replaced. That is tru e, bu t the 
nerve fiber going ou t from it, so long 
as the cell itself is intact, will re­ 
generate. The nerve cell that moves 
the mu scle of you r thu mb lies in the 
spinal cord, 
in the middle of the 


back of you r neck ; from it the slen­ 
der nerve fiber ru ns ou t along the 
arm to the thu mb. If this fiber is 
cu t or otherwise interru pted, the 
cell will send ou t a new fiber which, 
growing along the path of the old 
one, will eventu ally mak e the path 
intact again. Regeneration occu rs 
in lower animals to an astonishing 
degree. The lobster will part com­ 
pany with a limb, and slowly grow 
an entire new one. In man this fac­ 
u lty of regeneration is represented 
only in the nerve fiber. 
The cau ses of nerve fiber degen­ 
eration are either poisons or lack of 
proper food. Perhaps most of them 
are du e to lack of proper food. We 
u sed to think that alcohol wou ld 
cau se neu ritis; now we k now that 
so-called alcoholic neu ritis can be 
cu red by giving the patient Vitamin 
B, which is a normal ingredient of 
a 
balanced diet. The alcoholic gets his 
neu ritis from starvation; all chronic 
alcoholics tend to depend on the al­ 
cohol for their caloric bodily needs 
and neglect eating, or at least ne­ 
glect eating a balanced diet.

Otherwise, there is no* possibility of 
harm. 


Reader: “What cau ses black ob­ 
jects to float in front of the eyes?” 
Answer—Scotomata of this k ind 
are probably du e to opacities in one 
or the other of the watery hu mors 
of the eye. They do no harm and 
cannot be helped.

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Nerve Fiber Usual Seat of Paralysis 


By LOGAN CLENDENING, M. D 


“ MY N E R V E S” means to most of 
my readers, I hope, a kind of vision 
of a diagram m atic hum an w ith long 
strands running from a central 
spinal cord to the outskirts o f'its 
body. To a few, it means th a t some­ 
thing inside the mind doesn’t like to 
have Jones, the butcher boy, whistle 
as he delivers the lamb chops to the 
kitchen. 
This makes for a slight confu­ 
sion, which I note from time to time 
in my correspondence; such as, “ I 
see you recommend V itam in B for 
nerves. Would it be good for my 
granddaughter who has w hat has 
been diagnosed as hysteria?” No, it 
would not be good for that, so let 
me attem pt to explain. 


Communication System 
The nervous system is a commu­ 
nication system, and it may be com­ 
pared to such a communication sys­ 
tem as your own telephone exchange. 
If you pick up your telephone re­ 
ceiver and dial it properly and fail 
to get a response, one of several 
things may have happened. 
The 
centra! telephoneexchangp may have 
burned down, the branch exchange 
may have burned down, or the wire 
between your ’phone and the ex­ 
change may have been cut. 
In the comparison with the cen­ 
tra l nervous system, the central ex­ 
change represents the brain, the 
branch exchange the spinal cord, 
and the telephone wires the nerves, 
or nerve fibers th at go out from the 
cord to th* muscles or to the skin. 
A paralysis may have its seat in the 
brain or in the cord, but most forms 
are due to disease of the nerve fib­ 
ers. And this is fortunate because 
disease of the nerves can be cured 
more readily than disease of the 
brain or spinal cord. 


Fiber Regenerates 
This is due to the ability of the 
nerve fiber to regenerate. I said in 
an earlier article this week that a 
nerve cell once destroyed can never 
be replaced. T hat is true, but the 
nerve fiber going out from it, so long 
as the cell itself is intact, will re­ 
generate. The nerve cell that moves 
the muscle of your thum b lies in the 
spinal cord, in the middle of the 


back of your neck; from it the slen­ 
der nerve fiber runs out along the 
arm to the thumb. If this fiber is 
cut or otherwise interrupted, the 
cell will send out a new fiber which, 
growing along the path of the old 
one, will eventually make the path 
intact again. Regeneration occurs 
in lower anim als to an astonishing 
degree. The lobster will p art com­ 
pany with a limb, and slowly grow 
an entire new one. In man this fac­ 
ulty of regeneration is represented 
only in the nerve fiber. 
The causes of nerve fiber degen­ 
eration are either poisons or lack of 
proper food. Perhaps most of them 
are due to lack of proper food. We 
used to think th at alcohol would 
cause neuritis; now we know th a t 
so-called alcoholic neuritis can be 
cured by giving the patient V itam in 
B, which is a normal ingredient of a 
balanced d ie t The alcoholic gets his 
neuritis from starvation; all chronic 
alcoholics tend to depend on the al­ 
cohol for their caloric bodily needs 
and neglect eating, or at least ne­ 
glect eating a balanced diet.

team . Sam uel Johnson, debate sup­ 
ervisor, introduced the

and 
acted 
as 
chairm an. 
Ruth 
Clark , a m em ber of the club, was 
the official tim e-k eeper. 
Alyce Brown, the first affirm a­ 
tive speak er, used as her two main 
points the need for an 
alliance 
and the fact that G reat B ritain 
is the logical country w ith which 
to ally. She also stressed the fact 
that neutrality and our 
foreign 
policy have both failed. Alyce also 
stated tha t Fascist and Com m u­ 
nistic countries m ust be check ed 
and the combined forces of E ng­ 
land and the United S tates would 
be suprem e over these powers. 
Bernice Straw ser, the first neg­ 
ative speak er, used as her topics 
the negative of the first a ffirm a­ 
tive’s points, self-interest of G reat 
B ritain, and the opposition of pub­ 
lic opinion to such an alliance.-To 
counteract the need of an alliance, 
stated by the affirm ative, Bernice 
stressed the geographic condition 
of the U nited States and suggest­ 
ed a cash and carry plan, and also 
a plan for isolation. 
In closing this speak er m ain­ 
tained that, “we should try, not and get acquainted there 
to save the world for dem ocracy, 
but to save this dem ocracy for the 
w orld.” 
Eugene Dewey, second a ffirm a­ 
tive, discussed the advantages of 
an alliance in detail. He listed for­ 
eign interests, both economic and 
political, under 
this 
point. 
He 
gave the following 
statistics 
to 
show tha t the U nited S tates’ rela­ 
tions to G reat B ritain econom ical­ 
ly are vital. In the year 19 38-19 36 
G reat B ritain was 
our 
greatest 
buyer w ith a total of $868,000 000; 
politically the combined forces of 
the United S tates and G reat B ri­ 
tain would form the w orld's la rg­ 
est navy and include 76 percent of 
the world’s natural resources. 
W arren B um garner, second neg­ 
ative. used the advice of George 
W ashington and Thom as Jefferson 
concerning entangling alliances as 
his main point. He also spent much 
of his tim e com bating the affirm a­ 
tive points. He said that, our F ar 
E astern interest do not w arrant 
an alliance which m ight involve us 
in a w ar as a counteraction to one 
of the affirm ative's main points- 
protection of our interests in the 
F a r E ast.

Members of the af­ 
firmative team were Alyce Brown, 
a new member of the debate club, 
and Eugene Dewey of last year’s 
varsity squad. Warren 
Bumgar­ 
ner, who debated last year on the 
varsity squad of Washington C H . 
and Bernice Strawser another new 
member, composed the 
negative 
team. Samuel Johnson, debate sup­ 
ervisor, introduced the 
speakers 
and 
acted 
as 
chairman. 
Ruth 
Clark, a member of the club, was 
the official time-keeper. 
Alyce Brown, the first affirm a­ 
tive speaker, used as her two main 
points the need for an 
alliance 
and the fact that Great Britain 
is the logical country with which 
to ally. She also stressed the fact 
that neutrality and our 
foreign 
policy have both failed. Alyce also 
stated that Fascist and Commu­ 
nistic countries must be checked 
and the combined forces of Eng­ 
land and the United States would 1 
be supreme over these powers. 
Bernice Strawser, the first neg­ 
ative speaker, used as her topics 
the negative of the first affirm a­ 
tive’s points, self-interest of Great 
Britain, and the opposition of pub­ 
lic opinion to such an alliance. To 
counteract the need of an alliance, 
stated by the affirmative, Bernice 
stressed the geographic condition 
of the United States and suggest­ 
ed a cash and carry plan, and also 
a plan for isolation. 
In closing this speaker main­ 
tained that, “we should try, not 
to save the world for democracy, 
but to save this democracy for the 
world.” 
Eugene Dewey, second affirm a­ 
tive, discussed the advantages of 
an alliance in detail. He listed for­ 
eign interests, both economic and 
political, under 
this 
point. 
He 
gave the following 
statistics 
to 
show that the United States’ rela­ 
tions to Great Britain economical­ 
ly are vital. In the year 1938-1936 
Great Britain was 
our 
greatest 
buyer with a total of $868,000,000; 
politically the combined forces of 
the United States and Great Bri­ 
tain would form the world’s larg­ 
est navy and include 76 percent of 
the world’s natural resources. 
Warren Bumgarner, second neg­ 
ative, used the advice of George 
Washington and Thomas Jefferson 
concerning entangling alliances as 
his main point. He also spent much 
of his time combating the affirm a­ 
tive points He said that our Far 
Eastern interest do not warrant 
an alliance which might involve us 
in a war as a counteraction to one 
of the affirm ative’s main points- 
protection of our Interests in the 
Far East.

During November 18 cases of 
chicken-pox, three of pulmonary 
tuberculosis, four of mumps, six 
of whooping cough, two of diph­ 
theria, two of scarlet fever, one 
of influenza have been reported 
to the county health office. There 
was one death from typhoid fever. 
Dr. W. J. Smith, of the State 
D epartm ent of Health, on Nov. 
14, 16 and 18 administered the 
tuberculin skin test to 309 pupils 
of the high schools of the county. 
During the first two weeks of No­ 
vember, the health commissioner 
visited all of the high schools and 
gave talks on the importance of 
the skin test and distributed re­ 
quest blanks to be signed by tfo^ 
parents. 
A summary of the t^JP 
years testing program shows that 
570 high school students of the 
county, or about 50 percent of 
the total have been tested, 149 of 
th at number, or 24 percent, show­ 
ing a positive reaction. 
Four Get Glasses 
During the month, four school 
children have 
been 
fitted with 
glasses, paid for by the Pickaway 
County Health League. Six school 
children underwent operations by 
Dr. C. G. Stew art and his assist­ 
ants for removal of tonsils and 
adenoids, these operations being 
paid for by the township trustees 
and the Bureau of Aid to De­ 
pendent Children.

typhoid vaccine was ordered from

A. workers and others. 
Miss M argaret Hunsicker, coun­ 
ty health nurse, assisted in the 
immunizations for typhoid and the 
tuberculosis skin tests.

tion the nurse made three visits 
to clinic with crippled children, 
five home visits and held three 
conferences with physicians.

nurse traveled 1,160 miles during 
the month on health work.
